WASHINGTON, Apri! 29.—(BUP) 
Army Secretary Kenneth Royall 
said today “an enemy nation” 
under present conditions could 
“seize bases in Alaska or the 
Azores” for an air attack on the 
United States. 

“We must not stand idly by and 
let them do it,” he told the senate 
appropriations committee. “They do 


not need a fleet to take bases in € 


Greenland, Iceland or The Azores,” 

Royall did not name the potential 
“enemy nation.” 

“We should push the air war 
against the U.S. as far away as we 
can as soon as we can,” he said. 

Royal! said this country cannot 
rely on “aircraft alone” for de- 
fence against a sudden air at- 
tack, but “must deny the enemy 
bases from which to attack.” 

“The only way to do that js to 
hold bases in Newfoundland, Alas- 
ka, Greenland, Iceland and The 
Azores,” he said, “And the only 
way to hold those bases is with 


ground forces.” C 


He said at present “there is no 
serious doubt about the ability of 
an enemy nation to seize bases on 
Alaska and The Azores.”

There'll be a nasty scandal out 
on the big rock in front of our 
place if the seagulls and cormor- 
ants there discover that I’m hav- 
ing a mild affair with a robin. 
Until now I've been faithful to 
those salt water characters. 


But a fat and cocky robin has 
been sharing my ordeal in digging 
up a lawn out behind the garage 
these past few weeks and the bird 
has a personality that grows on 
you. 

He hops stiff-legged right un- 
der my shovel to retrieve a worm, 
then stands back with his head 
cocked waiting for the next un- 
happy victim. At the rate I work 
a shovel on the Scott Valley Pro- 
ject, this must be hard on his 
patience, but he just stands 
around whistling and it's better 
than working alone. 

This fellow's nest is somewhere 
nearby. It is about five minutes 
flying time from my messy ex- 
cavation before he's back for an- 
other pay load. And this baby 
carries a full cargo. He's had as 
many as six or eight worms wrap- 
ped wriggling around that in- 
quisitive beak of his. 

I've been doing some idle read- 
ing about robins. One ornitho- 
logist, a Prof. Treadwell, made 
some tests with a gang of healthy 
young robins and reported that 
the average red-breast will put 
away 68 earthworms in 12 hours 
or, laid end to end, 14 feet of 
worm. That is the giant, economy 
size and just about 40 per cent 
more than a robin'’s own weight. 
About the same as you or I eating 
70 pounds of hamburger every 
day. I don't know why ornitholo- 
gists make these tests. 

My pal is obviously a male. 
His bride comes by occasionally. 
Her breast is a much paler shade 
of rust red and she does not seem 
nearly as sleek. Why is it that 
male birds are always the color- 
ful, well-groomed ones when the 
male human is just the opposite? 
No ornithologist ever answers 
that one 


Some Like ’Em 
And Some Don’t 


I can't find any answer, either, 
to the robin'’s secret radar sys- 
tem. One expert says it’s only 
a guess that a robin feels or hears 
the vibrations of a worm’s move- 
ment, Who knows? He may just 
see an infinitesimal movement of 
earth above the point where the 
worm is miserably trying to make 
his get-away. 

Whatever it is this robin who is 
working with me is deadly. He'll 
hop a good 10 feet like a tight- 
wound mechanical toy to haul out 
some worm from beneath the sur- 
face. 

A lot of people are pretty un- 
happy about robins and their ap- 
petite for ripe fruit and there's 
nearly always a red hot controv- 
ersy going on in the nature maga- 


zines about whether or not 
they're worth having around 
merely because they're pretty. 


Matter of fact I just happened 
to run across a mean attack by 
one robin-hater who not only said

the robin was “an avian washout 
but a big sissy who is afraid ol 
the Japanese beetle. “A nuis- 
ance and a fake,” this fellow said 
which is strong talk in the nature 
books. With that breast | was 
a little surprised he didn't call the 
robin a Communist. 

Needless to say, a lot of irate 
robin-lovers rose to this challenge, 
My favorite answer came from a 
Miss Catherine Hurlbutt whe 
wrote: 

“He is the laboring man's owa 
bird and for him he stages his 
most inspired performance when 
the first rays of dawn are break- 
ing in the east. Not for the lux. 
ury-lover and the midnight reve 
eler does he sing. By the time 
they are rousing themselves inte 
consciousness the sun ‘s high in 
the sky and the robin has long 
since settled down to his daily 
routine.” (Applause.) 

Actually, the robin has a tough 
enough time without being critic. 
ized in nature magazines. Their 
mortality rate in the shell—from 
cats, squirrels, small boys and 
other birds—is depressingly high 
and in their infancy they're said 
to be the most delicate of all 
birds. A robin who gets old 
enough to vote deserves every 
cherry he can get. 


Contradictory 
Personality 


My own casual observation o€ 
the personality of the robin— 
strong, aggressive, occasionally a 
little silly—seems to be about 
the same .as the more serious 
ornithologists, 


So far my pal hasn't made 
any music that wasn’t pleasantly 
non-commital and I don’t ever 
recall] a robin with much range. 
But several of the experts call 
him the most nearly human 
vocally, One writer records ex- 
pressions of love, contentment, 
anxiety, exhultation and rage. 
I'll still ride along with the gulls 
on that score, 

Also the robin is the most un- 
inhibited bather of any other, 
strictly the happy splasher type, 
The bird-studiers point out that 
this mania for cleanliness js in 
sharp contrast with robins’ nests 
which are made of leaves, roots, 
grasses and mud and notoriously 
me@sy. A robin’s nest almost al- 
Ways looks as if Mama had been 
out playing bridge all afternoon, 

Baby robins usually take their 
first solo after 11 days, It may 
be that they just want to leave 
home, 

All told, robing are friendly 
to have around and I feel like 
Emily Dickenson who wrote 
about them: 

If I shouldn't be alive.

Give the one in red cravat 

A memorial crumb,

Sales Of Nickel 
Close To Record 


TORON?«:, April 29.—(CP)—The 
International Nickel Co, of Can- 
ada Ltd. has as much proven cop- 
per-nickel ore reserves today as 
it had 15 years ago, President Rob- 
ert C, Stanley, said at Wednesday's 
annual meeting. 

At Dec, 31 they totalled 221,843,- 
000 tons and exploration through- 
out the world is costing about 
$1,000,000 annually, 

Sales of nickel in all forms in 
1947 of 205,278,868 pounds were the 
highest of any peacetime year ex- 
cept 1937 and Mr. Stanley believed 
the trend of consumption would 
continue to be upward, 

The company has 19,750 employes 
and it cost $136,000,000 to run it 
in 1947. The cost of operations in 
Canada, including wages and sal- 
aries, was $81,000,000; in Britain 
and Europe $20,000,000; in the Unit- 
ed States $35,000,000. 

Refined copper sales in 1947 were 
220,671,157 pounds, compared with 
149,777,060 pounds in 1946. Com- 
menting that the United States 
duty on refined copper has been 
cut in half under the Geneva agree- 
ments, and suspended altogether 
until March 31, 1949, Mr. Stamley 
added: 

“Until there is assurance that 
Canadian copper will be per- 
manently free of duty or excise 
tax on import into the United 
States, regular market outlets for 
a share of the Canadian produc- 
tion cannot effectively be develop- 
ed in the United States.” 

Mr. Stanley states that including 
a payment this month, the company 
has received a total of $10,666,800 
from the Russian government for 
its interest in the Petsamo mine, 
and there remains payable $9,333,- 
200 in eight equal instalments, the 
final due December 31, 1951. 


Research Reserve 
Must Be Allowed 


TORONTO, April 29.—(CP)—w. 
K. Whiteford, president of the 
British American Oil Co, Ltd, in 
his address to the company's an- 
nual meeting today, said that if 
Canada is to continue to enjoy the 
benefits of modern petroleum de- 
velopment, the oil industry must 
have earnings sufficient to allow 
for research development.
